She and Jo-Anne became 
friendly with Mrs. Henderson, a 
campaign worker for Mrs. Over- 
by in the Orange City council 
election of 1963, during the early 
days of the campaign. Jo-Anne 


‘often served as a volunteer ba- 


bysitter for campaign ‘workers 
and had obtained permission 
from her parents to babysit with 
the Henderson children while on 
summer vacation last year. Mrs. 
Henderson had told the Overbys 
she could obtain work if some- 
one stayed with hte children. 
Prior to moving to Roselle, the 
Hendersons had lived in Orange 
for a number of years: 

Mrs. Overby told the jury that 


she had visited the Henderson 


home July 16th to bring Jo- 
Anne clean clothes and shortly 
after arriving the pair revealed 
Jo-Anne’s pregnancy which they 
alleged to be about four months, 
An hour later, Mrs. Overby said, 
Jo-Anne complained of severe 
stomach pains and was sipping a 
cup of gin flavored tea when she 
collapsed. The mother said no 
mention of an abortion was made 
either before or during the time 
she attempted to revive her 
daughter through oral artificial 
respiration. Her first knowledge 
of the operation was Mrs. Hen- 
derson’s admission of guilt to the 
police, she said.

CHICAGO — Dick Gregory, celebrated Negro comedi- 
an and Civil Rights Leader was listed last week ameng a 
group who are looking forward to the formation of a 
political movément that would bring together various 
Rights organizaitons.

Committee officials called for 
“a truly independent and anti- 
establishment political, move- 
ment” that would produce .a 
“full-speed program for civil 
rights, an effective approach to 
full employment, a sustained 
fight for civil liberties and a 
major campaign for a peaceful 
foreign policy.” 

They said protests and dem- 
onstrations had already created 
a “sizable protest community” 
and the’ time had come for di- 
rect political action. l 

The policy statement said the 
election of candidates on “an es- 
sentially radical program” was 
possible. 

Dr. Irving Birnbaum, a lawyer, 
gaid that because of the difficul- 
ties involved in winning a place 
for a third party on the ballot, 
candidates would probably run 
in the primaries of both major 
parties. For practical purposes 
‘fn Chicago, that would mean a 
ehallenge to the dominant Dem- 
ecratic machine of Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley. 

The organizers of the new 
united front include Paul Booth, 
National secretary of the- Stu- 
dents for a Democratic Society; 
Dick Gregory, Tim lBack, presi- 

dent of the Negro American La- 
- bor Council; Lutheran, Congre- 
gational and Roman Catholic 
elergymen active in civil rights; 
Prof. Robert Havighurst, Univer- 
sity of Chicago professor. 

Among others who plan to be 
at the organization meeting are 
representatives of the Shoe 
Workers of America and the 
United Packinghouse Workers 
ef America. 

Mr. Birnbaum said discussions 
for a national militant left organ- 
ization were held in Washington 
last Nov. 28 during the march 
protesting the war in iVet Nam.

“Voting in the Democratic 
primaries particularly on the 
local level, would just be a 
farce,” said Courtland Cox, com- 
mittee field secretary. “Even the 
best white candidates try to play 
both sides of the street.” 

Key Trouble Spots 

In attempting to establish its 
first county political organize- 
tion in Lowndes County, where 
Negrose outnumber whites by 
4 to 1, the committee is follow- 
ing a longstanding practice of 
moving into areas where the re- 
sistance is highest. Two civil 
rights workers have been killed 
and a third seriously wounded 
in Lowndes County this year. 

Last year, the committee was 
the major force behind the Mis- 
sissippi Propect, in which hun- 
dreds of volunteers. moved into 
the state to challenge segrega- 
tion and founded the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic party. 

Assuming the Lowndes County 
Freedom Organization becomes 
establshied, the committee plans

Southern Jury 
Frees Three In 
Rights Killing 

SELMA, Ala. — Three Selma 
(White) businessmen were ac- 
quitted here last week of the 
nurder of the Rev. James J. Reeb 
of Boston after voting rights de- 
monstrations here last March. 

The all-white jury deliberated 
90 minutes. Whe the verdict of 
not-guilty was announced, white 
spectators in the courtroom ` 
broke into applause, which was 
quickly quelled by Sheriff James 
G. Clark of Dallas County. 

The acquittal also cleared the 
three defendants of three lesser 
charges—second degree murder 
and first-degree and second-de- 
gree manslaughter. 

A group of Negroes at- 
tempted to leave the courtroom 
while the verdicts were being 
read by the jury foreman, Wil- 
liam Vaughn. They were ordered 
back to their seats by Sheriff 
Clark. 

The defendants — Elmer L. 
Cook, 42 years’ old; O'Neal Hog- 
gle, 32 and his brother, Wil- 
liam Stanley Hoggle, 37—were 
quickly surrounded by relatives 
and friends. 

Mrs. Cook kissed her husband, 
a rotund, baldish novelty store 
operator who was identified 
from the witness stand by two 
white ministers as the leader of 
the men who attacked Mr. Reeb 
on March 9. | : 

None of the defendants would 
comment aftr the trial. 

Mrs. Cook said she was very 
happy. The defense attorney, 
Joe Pilcher Jr., said the “ver- 
dict was consistent with the evi- 
dence.” 

Virgis Ashworth, who han- 
dled the prosecution. suid he was 
not surprised at the verdict.

My Dream

Paace—God's Business

Some of my friends of both 
races and others who do not con- 
sider themselves my friends have 
expressed disapproval because I 
have been voicing concern over 


both in the Negro and 
press, it has been indicat 
Martin King, Jr., is “getting out 
of his depth.” I have been chid- 
ed, even by fellow civil rights 
leaders, members of Congress 
and brothers of the cloth for 
“not sticking to the business of 
eivil rights.” 

Normally, I do not seek- bo 
answer criticism merely as an 
ego-justifying exercise. If I were 
to continually and persistently 
add to my numerous activities 
the luxury of defensive debate 
about my personal convictions, 
I would find little time left for 
my work. However, because I be- 
lieve that many of those who 
have spoken and written in op- 
Position to my cry for peace are 
men of good will who really do 
not understand my motivation, I 
would like to pose here three 
overriding reasons why I see it 
as my responsibility, personal 
and public, to sue for a war-less 
world. 

First and foremost, I am a 
minister of the Gospel. As a 
clergyman, in the prophetic 
Judeo - Christian tradition, I 
would be less than honest if I 
did not say, with all the force at 
my command, and at every op- 
portunity which presents itself, 
that I believe that war is wrong. 
One of the charges my critics 
register is that I have no right 
to address myself to the Viet- 
Nam question because | am not 
an “expert.” On surface, this is 
a true indictment. Yet, at bottom, 
I am expert in recognition of a 
simply eloquent truth. That truth 
is that it is sinful for any of 
God's children to brutalize any 
of God's other children, no mat- 
ter from what side the brutali- 
zation comes.

What Is Poverty 
To Be Decided 
By Government 


WASHINGTON It was 
learned last week that many of- 
ficials throughout the nation 
are hoping that Congress will at- 
tempt next year to unscramble 
a definition for poverty. 


Should a family of four be 
considered poverty stricken, by 
Federal standards, if its annual 
income falls below $3,130? 

Or should the same family of 
four be considered living in pov- 
erty only if its annual income 
is under $2,000? 

The Federal Government uses 
one figure in administering its 
antipoverty; the other in allo- 
cating funds under its new pro- 
gram of aid to elementary and 
secondary schools. 

Compounding the confusion is 
the fact that the $3,130 figure 
was set administratively by the 
Office of Economic Opportunity, 
which operates the $1.5 billion 
antipoverty pregram, while the 
$2,000 figure was written into 
the $1 billion school aid law. 

The disparity between the 
two-figures_is_symptcmatic of a 
running debate, both inside and 
outside of Congress, on what ac- 
tually constitutes poverty. 

The O.E.O.'s simplified ver- 
sion sets poverty levels at $3,- 
130 for a four-member family; 
$3,685 for a five-member fam- 
My; $4,135—for—a —sir-member 
family; and $5,090 for a tamiiy 
cf seven or more.
